IN AN EXPLOSION 


dusband Leaps From Win- 
dow ;Wife and Two Sisters 
Probably Will Die. 


LEADS THE RESCUERS 


Despite Own Injuries Frank 
Waser Helps-in Beating 
Out Flames. 


Mrs. Frank Waser and her sisters, 
flisses Tennie and Mary Harris, 18 and 
6 years old, suffered burns which prob- 
thly will be fatal, and Waser was seri- 
jusiy burned in a gasoline explosion in 
the Waser home, 523 Gratiot street, at 
1:30 a. m. Monday. 

The gasoline stove in the front room 
if the family’s three-room apartment on 
fhe second floor burst while Mrs. Waser 
Was filling it to get lunch for her hus- 
sand and sisters. One burner was light- 
bd and she neglected to turn this off 


before starting to pour the fluid into 
the reservoir. 

As the burning fluid burst over the 
women and set fire to the bed on which 
Waser was lying, he sprang up, his 
tlothing afire, and leaped from the sec- 
ond-story window. 

His garments were still ablaze when 
he ran into Masterbrook’s’ grocery, 
across the street, and shouted to the 
proprietor: 

“Come quick! 
jeath!’’ 

The grocer and two customers threw 
their coats around Waser, and the man: 
with great blisters om his hands and 
face, hurried the others to the scene of 
the explosion. 

Women Helpless on Fioor. 

The three women lay on thefloor, 
with flames about.them. They were 
Partly censcious, but were unable to 
tise to free themselves from the fire 
which was consuming their clothes 
and burning their flesh. 

The windows were shattered by 
the explosion and the air which blew i 
through fanned the fire. Thée Wreck 
of the stove was still blazing fiercely. 

The husband, despite his own burns, 
led. the other men in bestinig out the 
flames about thé women's bodies: 
Firemen arrived a few minutes later 
and Capt. Meyers of “Engine Company 
No. 2 jerked the blazing stove from 
the floor and threw it over a landing 
into a yard, ; 

._The women . were indistinguishable 
from one another. Their clothing was 
@estroyed and their skin blackened. 
Physicians who saw. them before their 
removal to the city hospital said Mrs. 
Waser was the only one of the three 
who had a chance of recovery.

NEW CATHEDRAL 


Carpenter Who Needed 
Money for Christmas Killed 
Soon After He Gets Job. 
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PLUNGE WAS 125 FEET 





Absorbed in His Work, He 
Failed to Notice Hole in 
Rough Flooring. 


Henry Dinkelkamp of 2849 Montgom- 
ery street was killed Monday when he 
fell 125 feet from the dome of the New 
Cathedral, nearing completion at Lin- 
dell boulevard and Newstead avenue. 
He died a few minutes after other 
workmen picked him up. 

Dinkelkamp had been out of work 
several davs, and le was vastly pleased 
when he pgocured 2 place Friday as 
carpenter on the structure, and -was 
told to appear for work Saturday. He 
wen} home and said to his wife: “I'll 
have to sharpen up those tools. Means 
more Christmas!”’ : 

The force of half a Risin carpenters 
went to work at _8 a. m. The rough 
flooring of the dome was laid so as to 
leave a square hole in the _ center, 
through which timber could be drawa 
up frorn below. None of the other car- 
penters saw Dinkelkamp fall. They think 
that, absorbed in his work, he must. 
have stepped through the hole. 

Half way to earth the whirling body 
struck a joist, and Dinkelkamp’s neck 
was broken. A force of pleanbers, idle 
because the pipes were frozen, heard 
the body hit the flooring, and rushed 
in, One of them folded his overcoat un- 
der Dinkelkamp’s head until an ambu- 
lance arrived. The carpenter died on 
the way to the Missouri Baptist Sani- 
tarilum, and the body was taken back to 
the Cathedral untfl an undertaker’s wag- 
on arrived. 

Qn account of the accident work on 
the Cathedral was suspended for the 
day. 

Dinkelkamp was 50 years efd and had 
a wife and four children, three of them 
‘married daughters. The only sen is un- 
married.

Government Official Says 
Will Prove Delicacy 
Harmless. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—The Depart- 
ment of Agri@ulture is advancing to 
the defense of the Welsh rarebit. Hav- 
ing proved by extensive experiments 
with the respiration calorimeter—a dou- 
ble-walled heat-proof room connected 
with electrical instruments of wonder- 
ful precision—that raw cheese is easily 
digested, the department has now ‘be- 
gun work to prove that the Welsh 
rarebit; victim of late dinners and ancient 
superstition, is grossly maligned and 
misunderstood. 

At the conclusion of the experiments 
Secretary Wilson wi. issue a bulletin 
explaining how tQ prepare a Welsh rare- 
bit according to the official Government 
formula, with beer, or without. .He and 
his experts are confident the tfforma- | 
tion will be received with joy by the 
country.

MORRISON-FULLER, 
GLASGOW BANKER, | 
JES OF INJURIES 


Financier Expires Without 
Explaining How Wounds 
Were Received. 





John Morrison-Fuller, Glasgow (Mo.) 
who took his wife's name when 
and who mysteriously was 
injured in St. 
at the City Hospital Monday. 

His wife and daughter, who had been 
in constant attendance-upon him, were 
at his bedside when the end came. He 
at no time regained full. consciousness 


or power of expression sufficient to ex- ; 


plain the manner in which he was hurt. 

Dr. Walter R. Hewitt of the hospita! 
staff says that the direct cause of death 
was meningitis, a disease which often 
follows a skull fracture. 

Morrison Fuller had been living at 
the Southern Hotel a month while his 
wife and daughter were stopping at the 
Washington, when, on Dec. 6, he re- 
ceived the injury which caused. his 
death. 

Unconscious and bleeding, he was 
picked up in front of 113 North Sixth 
street. Wounds on his head led the 
police to believe that he had been at- 
tacked and beaten. 

Remembered He Had Fallen. 

At the City Hospital, where his wife 
and daughter had him placed in a pri- 
vate room, he had a brief period of 
consciousness, in which he said that 
he had been drinking and _ that he 
started to visit the proprietor of a bil- | 
liard hall at 207 North Sixth street. 
He said that he must have made a mis- ; 


take and entered a stairway at 113 North | 


Sixth street. He remembered falling, 
but could not recall that he met or 
spoke to anyone or had a fight. 

Irwin McElroy, an employe at Duffy’s 
restaurant, told the police that he saw 
Morrison-Fuller’ start up the stairway 
adjoining the restaurant. Apparently 
he was half way up when he fell and 
rolled out on the sidewalk. 

Two men with whom Fuller attempt- 
ed to transact business on the day he 
was injured told the police that he had 
been drinking heavily. 

At the city hospital no fracture of the 
skull was found, but the development 
of mertingit!s leads the doctors to be- 
lieve that there was a fracture. ‘There 
will be an autopsy and an inquest to 
determine the exact cause of death. 

Mrs. Fuller and her daughter who 
said that there was ho estrangement 
between them and Morrison-Fuller, al- 
though by agreement they were living 
apart, showed untiring devotion to him 
while he was in the city hospital, :

They Are to Form an Organization and Plan a 


Campaign Against Offenders of the Law— 
Meeting Called for. Tuesday.

The campaign for the enforcement of 
the smoke law, urged*repeatedly by the 
Post-Dispatch, has gained force rapidly 
since the nuisance became acute with 
the coming -of winter. Civic and busi- 
ness organizations have taken up the 
movement, and the women will be ad- 
vised by men at Tuesday afternoon's 
meeting how to proceed most effec- 
tively. 

Investigation by Post-Dispatch report- 
ers has shown that one of the greatest 
sources of* the daily smoke cloud which 
hangs over the city, a blur on business 
and a pall on social enjoyment, is the 
Mill Creek Valley, with its immense bat- 
tery of locomotive engines, both of the 
Terminal ae a mance and of westbound 
railroads, 

Core of the Evil. 


The section adjoining King’s highway 
is the core of the smoke evil. Rising 
from the factories, brieckyards and loco- 
motives of that region, the smoke bian- 
ket drifts over the Forest Park and Cab- 
anne residence sections, shutting off the 
sun, and spreading east, joins with the 
smoke from: the manufactories, office 
buildings and hotels beyond Grand ayv- 
enue. It fills the atmosphere with vapors 
which make city dwellers choke and 
gasp, and which cause visitors both to 
jest and to’make bitter complaint of the 
air which they have to breathe while 
here.

“ Wreck in Ten Days for 
Seven of the Passengers.

VALDEZ, Alaska, Dec. 12.—<All of 
’ the passengers of the wrecked steam- 
er Olympia have been saved. Some of 
them were brought here by the Gov- 
ernment launch Fort Liscom and the 
others are safely housed at Ellemar. 

Cable dispatches received by the Asso- 
ciated Press from Cuvurdova indicate 

that Wireless Operator Hayes is the 
hero of the wreck. 

In spite of the fact that the Olympia 
Was being tossed violently and the wire- 
less Was worked with difficulty, Hayes 

stuck to his post and managed to reach 
the operator on duty at the naval wire- 
less station at Cordova with his calls 
for assistance. The operators kept in 
touch with each other as much as possi- 
ble, but there were distressingly long 
intervals when the Government’s shore 
station was unable to detect a vibration 
from the.Olympia’s wireless. 

Hayes continued at his post and finally 
succeeded in getting his instruments to 
work long enough to flash the good 
news to the shore station, 40 miles awdy, 
that al] were still on board the Olympia, 
hopeful that she would hold together un- 
tt the rescuers arrived.

“IT can’t help being relieved,”’ said the 
young woman when the news of Vice’s 
death was taken to her. ‘He has driven 
me from place to place for two years. 
I would never have been willing to 
marry: him, and he would never have 
let me alone.’’ 

That the victim of Vice’s ‘pullet was 
another’s wife was not known to her 
St. Louis acquaintances. She has ‘gone 
by the name of Bessie Reeder and had 
not told them that she was the wife of 
C. A. Mitchell of Chaffee, Me 

Suing for Divorce. 

“IT am now suing for a divorce in 
Scott County, but it was not in order 
to marry Vice that I sought the divorce. 
.He did not have anything to do with 
my troubles with my husband. 

“I met Vice long before I was mar- 
ried, in Cape Girardeau. He proposed 
‘marriage then, and followed me to my 
home in Piedmont.’’ The young wom- 
an’s father is pastor of the Presby- 
terian Church in Piedmont. 

“I left Piedmont to get away from 
him, and went to Chaffee. There I be- 
came acquainted with C. A. Mitchell, 
and Mitchell kept him away, and two. 
years ago married me. 

“IT goon decided that my marriage 
had been a mistake, and after my sepa- 
ration from my husband I went to Sa- 
pulpa, Ok., to work in a store. As soon 
as Vice learned that I had left my hus- 
band he followed me to Sapulpa, and it

‘Talesman Hear Imprecations 
of Slain Youth’s Mother 
in Courtroom.

When Mrs. Lillian Sullivan heard the 
reading of the verdict which freed Ed- 
die Kelleher, twice convicted of the mur- 
der of her. son, Tommy Sullivan,” she 
arose in the courtroom Sunday morning 
and, péinting her finger at the jury, 
screamed: 

‘‘May the curse of God be on é6very 
one of you jurymen! Every one of you 
vho has or may ever have a son, may 
the same fate befall that son that befell 
ny poor boy!’ 

Judge Grimm called for order and the 
yverwrought mother sank sobbing upoy 
1 bench. Deputy sheriffs helped her out 
f the Four Courts Building. 

Mrs. Sullivan called Monday at the 
Circuit. Attorney’s office and got from 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Rudolph an 
order for her son's clothes, which were 
used ‘as evidence in Kelleher’s three 
trials. 

Takes Home Grim Souvenir. 

“T shall take them back to my home 
in Chicago,’’ she said bitterly, “as a 
sample of St. Louis justice.’’ 

Kelleher had the services of Attorney 
Thomas B. Harvey in his first two trials. 
He was sentenced by the first jury to 
25 years’ imprisonment, but thé Supreme 
Court remanded the case because of er- 
rors in the prosecution, and the second 


} trial resulted in a 15-year séntence. For- 


mer Circuit Attorney Sager, who prose- 
cuted him at the first trials, was a wit- 
ness for the State Saturday. 
Self-defense was the plea which Kelle- 
her urged throughout his series of 
trials, and succeeded in establishing to 
the third jury’s satisfaction. The jur¥ 
retired at 9:40 p. m. Saturday, and Judge 
Grimm became ill shortly afterward. For 
this reason the returning of the verdict 
was delayed until Sunday at 10:30 a. m. 


Pugilist Slain in Saloon. 

Kelleher, a bartender, shot Sullivan, 
a pugilist, who was known as St. Louts 
Tommy in distinction from a Brooklyn 
fighter of the same name, Jan. 19, 1906, 
at 1:30 a. m., in a.saloon at aware 
second and Pine streets. 

Sullivan and several] other young men 
had entered the saloon shortly before, 
and Kelleher said to him: ‘‘You’re look- 
ing for trouble.”” ‘The fatal shooting fol- 
lowed. 

Testimony at the Coroner’s inquest 
and at the first trial conflicted, some 
witnesses saying Sullivan had put his 
hand behind him, others that he put his 
fists in front of him in a pugilistic atti- 
tude. The ownership of the revolver 
was also the subject of conflicting testi- 
mony. 

Witness Was Cunvicted, 

Buck Taylor, called as a witness by 
the State, was convicted of perjury and 
sent to the penitentiary. He tried, it 
was charged, to shape his recente! in 
Kelleher’s favor. 

Sager, in his plea to the first jury, 
declared that none of the witnesses 
could be believed and based the case on 
circumstantial evidence. 

Mrs. Sullivan lives at 1661 Clairmont 
avenue, Chicago, and is a small, frail 
woman, 4 years of age. Her words of 
denunciation were plainly heard by the 
jurors and others in the courtroom Sun- 
day, and had a profound effect.

Sections 1619-1620, Revised Code oe 
the City of St. Louis—The emission 
or discharge into the open air of 
dense smoke within the corporate 
limits of the City of St. Louis is 
hereby declared ta be a public nuls- 
ance.. The owners, lessees, oOccu- 
pants, managers or agents of any 
building, establishment or premises 
from which dense smoke is so emitted 
or dalischarged * * * the owners, 
lessees, occupants, Managers or 
agents of any steamboat, tug or 
other water craft, or locomotive en- 
gine from which dense smoke is 
emitted or discharged within the cor- 
porate limits of the City of St. Louis 
is * * * ghall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof 
in any court of competent jurisdic- 
tion, shall pay a fine of not less than

RAILROAD TO BURN OIL IN 
ENGINES IN PLACE OF COAL 


Dirt and smoke are to be elimi- 
nated by the Great Northern Rallroad 
on the portion of its lines west of 
Leavenworth, Wash. Oil will be 
brought by boats from California to 
Fverett, Wash. Each boat load being 
from 26,000 to 35,000 barrels. Three 
storage tanks with a combined ca- 
pecity of 7,000,000 gallons are to be 
built at Bverett. Numerous small 
tanks will bé bulit along the west 
end of the system until they are as 
common as water tanks. Changing 
1156 engines from coal to oil burners 
will involve a large amount of work 
in the railroad shops and a large 
expense.

Neither * * * I nor any mem- 
ber of my family has ever had any 
pecuniary interest as to whether the 
rates on manufactured rubber were 
90, % or 300 per cent, or whether 
crude rubber was on the free or the 
dutiable list.

‘Day They Were Killed.

murder on the Bernhardt farm in John- , 
last week. The gar- , 


son County, Kan., 
ments were concealed in a closet on 
the second floor of Feagle’s house. 

Feagie said today that Wednesday 
night he heard cries of distress that 
seemed to come from the Bernhardt 
home. Later, he said, he saw two 
hunters coming from the Bernhardt 
place. He recognized them as two men 
from Shawnee, a nearby town. 

Chief Simmer said Feagie told con- 
flicting stories as to the time he heard 
the calls for help. The officer has the 
identity of the two hunters and expects 
to take Feagle to Olathe late today and 
confront him with them. 


Admits Having Quarrel. 


Feagler, a hunter and trapper, who 
resides a half-mile west of the Bern- 
hard farm in Johnson County, Kan., 
where Mrs. Emily Bernhard, George 
Bernhard, her son; Thomas H. Morgan 
and James Graves were murdered. 

He was questioned for three hours by 
Zimmer, and it is said he told conflict- 
ing stories regarding his relations with 
the Bernhard family. 

Feagler was. arrested. after the offi- 
cere had learned that he and George 
Bernhard had quarreled several times 
recently because Feagler objected to 
Bernhard and Morgan hunting on his 
farm. 

Feagler admits that he quarreled with 
the Bernhards at their home last 
Wednesday. He said he went there to 
notify George Berhhard that he and his 
friends must stop hunting on his farm. 
Feagler said that Mrs. Berrihard joined 
in the quarrel. 

Chief Zimmer went to Feagler’s farm 
to search the premises. 

Feigler told Chief Zimmer he found 
Morgan hunting on his place tast 
Wednesday. 

Describes Their Quarrel. 

“I asked him what he meant by killing 
my game,”’ said Feigler, “and he told 
me Mrs. Bernhard’s son gave him perm 
mission to hunt there. After I had or- 
‘dered Morgan away I went to Bern- 
hard’s place and asked George Bern- 
hard why he had given Morgan permis- 
sion to hunt on my place. He denied 
that he had given Morgan jny such 
permission. 

Feigler said he and Bernhard made 
counter accusations and when the quar- 
rel grew warm Mrs. Bernhard appeared 
on the scene. 

‘“‘When she heard me say George had 
told Morgan he might hunt on my place, 
she called me a Ilar,” said Feigler. He 
said both Mrs. Bernhard and George 
became very abusive before he left. 

During the inspection of the premises 
today, Inspector Boyle of Kansas City 
found the bloody imprints of a man’s 
left hand upon the whitewashed wall 
of a closet, in -which it is believed Mrs. 
Bernhard was murdered. The section 
of the wall was cut out and brought 
to Kansas City. 

Inspector Boyle also found the handle 
of a pick-ax hidden under the manger 
in which the three men were found. 
This was covered with blood and hair. 
Thé clock weight, which was found in 
the house, also covered with blood, is 
thought to have been used only to kill 
Mrs. Bernhard. 

' Button Is a Clew. 

A large white button, of the kind 
usually worn on blue shirts, was found 
beside the manger in which the bodies 
were hidden. As no buttons were miss- 
ing from the clothing of the murdered 
men, the police believe it is off the shirt 
of the slayer. 

The body of the hired man, who was 
believed to be named Worth, was iden- 
tified tonight by Glern Cotner, a farm- 
hand from Green Valley, Mo. Cotner 
said the man wes James Graves and 
that his home was in a small town in 
Oregon. Graves and Cotner, according 
to the latter, worked on the same farm 
in Missouri last Septamber.

|. REFORM OF LEGAL PROCEDURE. 


: The Post-Dispatch has given the public a glimpse 
of the report Judge John D. Lawson, dean of the 
Missouri University Law School, will make on 
our legal procedure in crimina) cases to the Amer- 
ican Institute of Criminal Law. Judge Lawson 
was madé a special commissioner of the institute 
and spent four months in England making a 
comparative study of English court methods. His 
report will go to the institute for approval and 
will then be presented to President Taft for of- 
ficial recommendation. 

A first surprise for Judge Lawson in making 
the investigation was that not only is the En- 
glish system of conducting criminal trials greatly 
superior to ours, as is commonly suppo.ed, but 
that we are in reality 50 years behind England in 
this respect. 

Where the Dnglish methods are direct, speedy, 
simple and untechnical, ours are uncertain, slow. 
complicated, cumbersome and frequently so petti- 
foggingly technical as to be ridiculous. The 
English respect their courts and love the law. 
We often laugh at the one and sneer at the othe: 
and translate our contempt into action by wreak- 
ing summary vengeance. This contrasted popu 
lar attitude, more than anything else, demon- 
strates the seriousness of the problem of judicial 
reform. 

An integral factor in the success of the English 
system is the pay of the judges. Our indifference 
in this respect has been the subject of much dis- 
cussion and was made the subject of a recom- 
mendation in Mr. Taft’s last message. English 
judges are trained and experienced men, selected 
for their peculiar qualifications and not suddenly 
elevated to the bench by freak of politics or no- 
tional preferment from a political appointive 
power. A police magistrate in London receives a 
larger salary than a Supreme Court justice in 
Missouri. Criminal Court judges get from $20,000 
to $40,000 a year. The salary of the Chief Justice 
of the United States Supreme Court is $13,000, 
and of associate justice $12,500 a year. 

Legal forms in England have been pared down 
to the greatest simplicity. The tendency in this 
country is toward greater complications. The 

of a trial] there is to ascertain the truth. 
Here it is to place on display the legal cunning 
and combative prowess of the lawyers. Here a 
retrial or an appeal comes as a matter of course 
and delay; there retrials are never granted and 
the average of reversals on appeal—with decisions 
always rendered within a week—is only 12 a 
year in a population of 82,000,000. 

The report of Judge Lawson is one of great 
moment. It reduces to concrete form a mass of 
varying remedies and suggestions. It is probably 
the first. step toward a practical reform whose!

NATIONAL BANKS 
ARE PROSPEROUS 
IN YEAR OF 1910 


Resources Approximate $1,- 
000,000,000; Loans Break 
All Previous Records. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Another 
year of prosperity and solid growth for 
American banks is recorded in the an- 
nual report of the Comptroller of the 
Currency, presented to Congress today. 
The report includes state banks, savings 
banks, trust companies and other finan- 
cial institutions—some 15,950 others are 
represented. | 

During the fiscal year of 1910 the com- 
bined resources of the 7000 national 
banks of the United States grow to ap- 
proximately $1,000,000,000. On Sept. 1, 
last, their loan# and _ discounts had 
reached the immense sum of $5,400,000,000 
—an amount never before equaled in the 
history of the national banking system 
since its creation in 1864. At the same 
time they were counting neanNy $30,- 
000,000 of overdrafts in their assets, a 
practice which there is no law to stop. 

Bank Growth Rapid. 
Combining all other banks in the 
United States and its island possessions 
with those of the national system and 
allowing an estimate for those not re- 
ported, it is evident from the Comp- 
troller’s report that the banking power 
of the nation has grown in the last 10 
years from 13,977 of all sorts of banks, 
with capital of $1, 150,000,000 and individ- 
ual deposits of $7,688,000,000, to more 
than 27,000 banks with combined capital 
close to $2,000,000,000 and individual de- 
posits of nearly $16,000,000,¢ The de- 
posits have more than doubled in little 
more than a decade, and in the same 
time the combined loans and discounts 
have grown to more than $12,000,000,000. 

The yolume of business is reflected in 
reports which have been assembled 
from 137 clearing house exchanges, 
showing combined clearings of $169,000,- 
000,000 for the yedr ended on Sept. 30, 
as against $158,800,000,000 for 1909. 

The New York Clearing House Asso- 
ciation represented 60 per cent of the 
clearings of all associations of the 
country and during the current year 
has reached $102,000,000,000, some $3,000,- 
000,000 greater than in 1909. For those 
enormous transactions balances of only 
little more than $4,000,000,000 were used. 


Imarge Profits Shown. 


On the whole, it appears from the re- 
port that national banking conserva- 
tively conducted is a profitable enter- 
prise. The net earnings of the 7000 na- 
tional banks during the year were more 
than $154,000,000, from which dividends of 
$105,000,000 were paid at the rate of more 
than 10 per cent on their capital. The 
Government, too, has profited from the 
existence of the national associations, 
for, since their beginning, it has received 
more than $202,000,000 of which more than 
92 per cent has been for circulation tax 
on the bank notes they issue. 

. National banks, of course, provide 
the. principal market for United States 
bonds. Their investments in those se- 
curities have increased $10,000,000 in the 
last year and they now hold $730,000, - 
000 in those bonds of which approxi- 
; mately $700,000,000 are 2 per cents. 

Clearly, it is evident that the national 
banking system has experienced its 
Sreatest growth in the last ten years. 
More than half the national banks now 
in existence have begun business with- 
in that time and have a combined cap- 
ital of $280,000,000. 
years the number of banks in of 21ra- 
tion has increased by 8553 and the au- 
thorized capital has increased $383,000,000. 

The bank note circulation of the coun- 
try increased at the same time from 
$254,000,000 to $713,000,000 and reached the 
maximum in the history of the institu- 
tions in April of this year.

Attorney-General’s Report Is 
rer. Citation of Fraud 
Against Government. 





MANY SUITS PENDING 





Smuggling, Illegal Use of 
Mails and Bucket Shops 
Are Prosecuted. 





By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—The annual 
report of Attorney-General Wicker- 
sham, presented-to Congress today, is 
one long story of frauds against the 
Government. Trusts, so-called and real, 
their alleged consipiracies to defeat the 
law; land frauds, customs frauds, 
frauds on the internal revenue, re- 
bates, bucket shops and fradulent uses 
of the mails have made 1910 the most 
strenuous year in the history of the 
Department of Justice, Wickersham as- 
serts. 

Prosecutions for violation of the anti- 
trust law were foremost in the work of 
the year. Actions, says the Attorney- 
General, are now under way or pend- 
ing against the following so-called 
trusts:

Sugar Trust.

After the Attorney-General’s report 
came from the press,* however, the 
American Naval Stores Co., known as 
the Turpentine Trust, and six codefend- 
ants were convicted of violations of the 
anti-trust law. Two of the individual 
defendants were sentenced .to three 
months each in jail and fines aggrega- 
ting $17,500 were imposed. 


Sugar Trust Pays Heavily 

Prosecutions of the Sugar Trust for 
frauds upon the Government in the 
weighing of raw sugar recovered for the 
Government  $8,186,363.a8. Convictions 

d_.sentences of individuals, still fresh 
in the public mind, were obtained. 

Most extensive of all frauds against 
the Government yet discovered, are 
those in the undervaluations of im- 
ports into the United States. The ex- 
tent of the Treasury losses only can be 
conjectured. Every step of the inves- 
tigation shows fresh leads. 

There are now suits under way to re- 
cover $700,000, of which the custums 
revenue is said to have been drefrauded 
in’ imports of cheese and figs from 
Mediterranean ports; indictments are 
pending and some convictions have been 
obtained. More than 30 individual in- 
dictme'its are pending against persons 
charged with, smuggling with ‘‘sleeper 
trunks.”’ 

“The conditions disclosed seem to in- 
dicate to a very general practice of un- 
dervaluations,"’ says the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, ‘‘and a very lax administration of 
the customs laws in the past, which 
has subjected the Government to a very 
material loss of revenue. A _ general] 
investigation into the subject of frauds 
by undervaluation has only commenced. 
and this branch of the subject will now 
be pressed vigorously.’’ 


Twenty-Five Rebating Indictments. 


Twenty-five criminal indictments 
charging rebating and other illegal dis- 
criminations are pending against rail- 
roads, private corporations and individ- 
uals. Two convictions with fines were 
obtained in the year. 

The department won victories against 
unlawful fencing of the public domain. 
Prosecution against the Oregon and Ca)- 
ifornia Railroad Co. and 4 other de- 
fendants to recover 2,300,000 acres of 
lands valued at $50,000,000 which the Gov- 
ernment charges illegally are held are 
now-pending. There are also under way 
24 suits against the Central Pacific 
Railway Co. and others. 

In the department's campaign against 
bucket shops, 360 such places were 
closed, others voluntarily closed as a 
result of the crusade, and indictments 
are pending against men and corpora- 
tions and the telegraph company which 
allowed the use of its wires. 

During the year there were 15,371 crim- 
inal cases of all sorts in the United 
States courts which produced fines, for- 
feitures and penalties aggregating $1,- 
083,974. be 

The Attorney-General recommends 
fegislation to permit the United States 
to sue and prosecute an offending cor- 
poration wherever that corporation may 
do business. 

As result of the Attorney-General’s 
ent trip to Alaska he presents some 
récommendations for the relief in that 
rritory. Some law should be enact- 
to help the needy and deserving poor 
in that clime, he says. Under the pres- 
ent law, when a person is found with 
legs or arms frozen off or starved near- | 
it is necessary to charge 
the invalid with vagrancy and have 
him committed in order to get treat- 
ment in a Government hospital.
